Winnipeg, Man.. Aug. 7.— J. J. Gold- 
en, provincial government immigration

as to hope to alter it. It is as inevitable 
as the proverbial representation of Can- 
ada by Ice palaces and fields of snow. 
I went to two grand spectacular perfor- 
mances, one in the Alhambra, and the 
other in the Empire. They were bril- 
liant allegories iu a shadowy, dreamy 
way, to illustrate the glories of the Em- 
pire. "Africa," "India" ami the "Ori- 
ent," were showy pageants, with a 
wealth of color, warmth, and extrava- 
gance of attire, trappings and .surround- 
ings— gorgeous, spectacular, sensuous. 
Australia was depicted by picturesque 
and romantic bush life, in which at least 
there, was a basis of reality and common 
sense. Canada was introduced with 
aurora borealic effects glittering in Ice, 
pendant and stalactic, glaciers, broad 
shimmering fields, from which rose per- 
pendicular mountains clad. in snow and 
upon which myriads of ballet girls in 
Esquimaux apparel skated and whirled 
and danced. As a scene it was splendid, 
marvelous, but as a representation oi 
Canada it was no more Canada than the 
desert of Sahara in Africa, or the Hima- 
layas are India. It is not that so far as 
Canada is concerned, her ice and snow 
and skating and the aurora borealis, at 
limes, form the grievance, but that the 
dominant idea it gives and the one last- 
ing impression it leaves is snow and ice. 
You cannot inipress the average mind 
iu England that British Columbia is not 
very cold, and that the inhabitants do 
not go about half the year mantled m 
furs and kicking their lieels together 
to keep their toes from freezing. 

U the Dominion Day dinner in the 
Cecil hotel, Sir Wilfrid Lnuner struck 
the true key note when he pointed to 
the winters of Canada as glorious in their 
turn of the season's during, which the 
people did not go about shivering and 
miserable, but as happy and healthy and 
exhilarated by the clear and crisp air— 
with days Tilled with glorious sunshine 
and nights radiant with a starlit sky. 
It was n period during which old and 
,-oung alike enjoyed themselves as the 
■people of no other part of the world 
could tBut winter was soon succeeded 
bv the warmth of spring, and the fruit- 
fulness or summer and the delights ot 
autumn, making of Canada a para d so 
0( residence and a storehouse of wealth. 
The people of Great Britain judged of 
our winters by their own experience of 
winter, which as 1 may cxipress it, is 
neither lish, tlesh, or good red nemng- 
a mixture of cold, raw days fog ana 
clouds and sleet and snow It was ua 
urul to conclude that with a tempera- 
,ure at -W or 50 above zero and such mis- 
ery that a tempera turn .at or below zero- 
would be unbearable. Sir Wilfrid La - 
rir of course, was speaking of condi- 
tions us he best knew them in the East 
and had not British. Columbia particular- 
ly in his mind; but even at that his re- 
marks were a glorious vindica on of our 
Canadian climate, and the pity 'it was 
that no paper— not even the limes 
give anything more than a more bare 
synopsis Of his speech, which WIS 
model of diction, easy grace and ornate 
eloquence.

mentary work for subjects of such 
weighty nature to have the considera- 
tion and discussion necessary to arrive at 
a solution, even if it were possible in 
any event. More than that Colonial 
Premiers did not come primed for an 
exhaustive review of such questions, and 
1 would not like to say they will be 
greatly assisted by otiicials of the Co- 
lonial ollice. The most that can be Dop- 
ed for is that tho questions, introduced 
for discussion will receive such promi- 
nence as to bring them absolutely within 
the pale of practical, every-day politics, 
when the views of experts will bo 
brought to hear on them. These matters 
though much discussed in tho past, have 
nevertheless been much in the air, and 
there lias never before been an official 
recognition of their importance and place 
in the nation. That is a step very far 
in advance indeed, and it is largely due 
to the interest taken by IMr. Chamber- 
lain and the spirit he has breathed into 
tho Colonial ollice. By the way, while 
be is not premier in the place of Lord 
Salisbury, he is the recognized head of 
the government, and the dominant force 
of the Empire. Tho two most popular 
men in Great Britain today, with the 
great mass of the people, are King Ed- 
ward VII. and Joseph Chamberlain, ihe 
one not because he is King, so much as 
because he represents iu a concentrated 
form and splendidly the social charac- 
teristics of the people; and the other 
(notwithstanding that he is cold-blooded 
and very much isolated, personally) be- 
cause he has best conceived the popular 
feelings and wants, and has the courage 
to give the aspirations of the people con- 
crete effect. One could write a very long 
chapter on the people of England to- 
day, and only personal contact with 
them in their various moods and tenses 
can explain to outsiders that in their 
actions and daily life would otherwise 
appear inexplicable. This- is merely by 
way of diversion.

Montreal, Aug. 7.— The first race in 
the Seawanhaka cup series on Lake St. 
Ixmis, ended in a victory for Trident, 
ihe Canadian defender. It was a regit 
lar procession, and tho start really de 
cided the day. Tecumseh crossed the 
line to windward, but within a minute 
Trident, who was two seconds behind 
her, had cut across her bows and gain- 
ed the weather position. Throughout 
the race the defender pointed 20 degrees 
higher than the challenger and outsail- 
ed her in every way. The lead at the 
.first buoy by minutes steadily in- 
creased her lead, winning by 1-i minutes 
02 seconds. 

The race was to windward and return 
three times round a two-mile course, 12 
miles altogether. There was a stiff 
breeze with a heavy sea and both yachts 
took in all but one reef of their main- 
sails. 

Tecumseh pounded a good deal and 
failed to stand up, having to luff up be- 
fore the heavy puffs to save herself from 
capsizing. On the other hand, Trident 
took the heavy weather easily enough. 

Half way through the race the wind 
moderated, and the sea went down, 
While the breeze shifted temporarily. In 
Ibis the Canadian got the best of the 
luck. She was able to turn the greater 
part of the third heat and to a close 
haul, while Tecumseh, then on her sec- 1 

ml run, had to reach instead, and found °~ 
the wind had freshened again ami fone rADlirnc 
back to its old quarter, when her hvst tSUtK I AKMlKo 
beat began. Still the crew lost a good 
deal of time through indecision in trim- 
ming and shifting sails;. Altogether tho 
Tecumseh is absolutely outclassed in a 
stiff breeze and does not seem to be 
sailed as well as Trident. In a light 
breeze, the boats are possibly much 
more evenly matched, but today Trident 
completely ran away from the challen- 
ger. The official times were: Start, 



Montreal, Aug. 7 —The Star's London 
cable says: It i.s understood that Mr.

armes hail already been mobilized. A 
large crowd assembled at the school 
When the commissary of police arrived, 
accompanied by u locksmith, ''xi pe-o] 
protested vigorously, sho.-.tl.ig ' 'Long 
live' the sisters and liberty! "Down witn 
the ministry!" Women threw them 
selves ou the ground in front of tin 
horses of the gendarmes. The commis- 
sary ordered the sisters to open the 
school door. They t-erused, and the 
locksmith picked the loci; and broke 
the door umidst the denunciations of 
the crowd. The commissary ordered 
the sisters to leave the school, which 
they did. leaning on the arms of th 
townsmen. Accompanied by the pries', 
aud thousands of people, they mar eh -d 
■to a church, where they sang a hymn 
A large crowd followed the gendarme! 
to the railroad station, shouting, "Death 
to the locksmith!" The man was pro 
tected by the military. 

Similar scenes are expected in other 
Tillages of Finisterre, where the decree 
against unauthorized schools is to be 
put into execution. A priest at Eolgoet 
urged the women to kneel in front of 
the school in order to stop the gend 
amies. 



LONDON & GLOB 10. 

Official Receiver to .Make a Searching 
I nquiry. 

London. Aug. 7.— The oflicial receiver 
announces that he has issued summonses 
against Whitaker Wright anil Robert 
.Leimui hi recover $750,000, share trans- 
actions between the British-America 
■Corporation and the failed London & 
Olobe Finance Ooi poration, Limited. In 
the same report the receiver says that 
for the present it is Hot proposed to pro- 
secute the directors of the London & 
■Globe company for malfeasance. 

Tlie city, howevc". is displaying the 
deepest interest in the London <St Glohe 
group of companies and the demand 
that the public prosecutor act is increas- 
ing. A special petition has been cir- 
culated on the Slock Exchange, signed 
by many influential men, demanding the 
prosecution of Whitaker Wright, as it is 
considered that the credit of the city and 
the iStock Exchange demanded a thor- 
ough investigation of the London & 
Globe methods of finance. 

Probably the full extent of the money 
lost to the public by the company will 
never be known, hut otHei il reports now 
estimate it at $100,000,000. The flota- 
tions for which Wright was responsi- 
ble aggregated 41. with the enormous 
capital of $111,775,000, and with _ few 
exceptions all these companies are either 
in liquidation, have been absorbed or 
are defunct. What the shareholders 
will recover from the crash may he im- 
agined from the announcement that the 
creditors of the London & Globe will 
receive only live per cent., nnd that noth- 
ing remains for the shareholders. 



C AN ADA- AUSTRALIA. 

Premiers Discussing Combination in 
Shipping Lilies. 

London, Aug. 7.— The question of or- 
ganizing an Australian-Canadian ship- 
ping combine tor a service between 
Canada, England, Australia and South 
Africa, to compete with the American 
combine, organized by .1. 1'. Morgan, 
w'ns again the subject of a prolonged 
conference today between the Australian 
premiers and Sir Wilfrid Luurler anil. 
Other Canadian ministers. 

No definite conclusion, it appears, ha 
been reached concerning the project. 

Replying in the House of Commons 
today to a request of Lord Chalie 
Beresford for assurance that no bindin 
agreeni, nt would b ■ concluded betwee 
the government and the shipping combin- 
ation without the agreement being up- 
proved by parliament, the premier, A. 
.1. Balfour, said: 

"1 do not think it is possible to nego- 
tiate on this or any other subject if the 
proposed terms are to be publicly dis- 
cussed before the government has agreed 
to them. Tile government, however, is 
most anxious to take the House into i'ts 
confidence at the earliest possible mo- 
ment." 

'.Mr. Balfour's reply has particular in- 
terest, as Belfast despatches today an- 
nounce that the government accepted .L 
Pierpont Morgan's offer to give the Ad- 
miralty a claim on all the combine's 
ships. As evidence of the acceptance, 
it is stated that the government has 
chartered the Corinthian, the tirst ship 
built for the combine, which has just 
been completed at the Harland & Wolfe 
ship yards.

Great Crowd at Oak Bay to See Pro- 
fessor Miller. 

The capacity of the Oak Bay street 
car service was taxed to handle the 
crowds who went out to that beautiful 
beach resori to witness the parachute 
jump of Professor Miller, while his hal- 
Joou was high in air. The evening was 
an ideal one, there being scarcely suffi- 
cient breeze moving to cause a ripple 
ou the -till waters of the bay. 

The inflating of the huge hot-air bag, 
as usual, afforded infinite amusement 
for the small boy and many of his 
seniors who lent willing hands in assist- 
ing the aeronaut during the .process of 
preparing his balloon. 

When all was ready, Professor Miller 
gave the word, and witli a whirl up 
went the air ship, carrying with it the 
aeronaut dangling on a trapeze. An air- 
carrent carried the balloon out over the 
waters of the bay, and before it had at- 
tained any very considerable height, the 
air ship commenced to descend. At this 
point Miller cut loose, and after a rapid 
dive of a short distance, the parachute 
having opened out, let the man come 
down gradually until he reached the 
water, about a quarter of a mile from 
shore. A boat, which hud been sent 
out in readiness for his fall, quickly 
pulled him in. and in a few minutes 
more tho deflated balloon, too, was safe- 
ly .stowed in the boat and rowed ashore. 
The whole thing was over in a few min- 
utes without tlie- slightest hitch. 

The chicken which the aeronaut was 
supposed to carry with him as a token 
of good-fellowship to Jimmy Chickens' 
posterity in case a landing was made on 
th.il defunct monarch's domain, failed 
to put in a n appearance, and, much to 
the disappointment of the yonujrsters 
who had expected to see it released 
while tlie balloon was still sailing high 
over the water.

'Such is Sir Wilfrid Lauder's "prac- 
tical advocacy" of Imperial federation 
It requires a pretty hide-hound support 
er of his to see any advocacy of Im- 
perial Federation in these words at all, 
or in anything else Laurier has said since 
ho arrived in England. Our London 
correspondent complains of the polite in 
difference with which his beautiful 
speeches havo been received and tho dif- 
ference between the popular acclaim 
which has greeted him compared with 
that accorded to Seddon, of New Zea- 
land, about whose remarks on Imperial- 
ism there is a ring that cannot lie doubt 
ed. As a representative at a great func 
tion, Laurier is all that cau he desired 
and a man of whom Canada may well 
be proud. He is suave, eloquent and 
tactful. But he does not possess the 
force which makes a decisive and per- 
manent imprint upon public opinion, and 
thus shapes tho destiny of nations and 
empires. He is a political leader, who is 
influenced by public opinion, rather than 
one who moulds and shapes it. It was 
said of him once, that lie was a weather 
prophet who, if you told him which way 
the wind would blow tomorrow, would 
tell you which way the weathercock 
would point. In this bitter epigram 
there was more than half truth. 



are any worse than those already in 
vogue, public criticism is not surprising. 
Further on Mr. Clows says; "One im- 
portant feature must he kept in mind: 
prices are exceedingly high and many 
stocks aro selling far beyond what cur- 
rent dividends justify. At their pres- 
ent level there are few buyers." He 
goes on to describe how stocks aro con- 
centrated in the hands of a few big men 
whose purpose js to create a bull mar- 
ket. Iu other words, they are maintain- 
ing tho present inllated prices in the 
hope that the public will come in. But 
the public is not coming in, and Mr. 
Clews naively ascribes this to the fact 
thaf'Despito clever manipulation, it is 
much more difficult to deceive the pub- 
lic now than it was ten or twenty years 
ago." How is this' artificial level of 
prices being kept up in the absence of 
investment demand? By means of bor- 
rowed money. "Unfortunately," says 
Mr. Clews, "our banks have not been 
able to build 'up the reserves as usual, 
and we are close upon tho seasonable 
crop and trade demands, which must be 
accommodated. . . . Wo continue 
largely indebted to Europe." He con- 
cludes by remarking: 'Distribution of 
commodities is often checked by high 
prices and buyers hold off in anticipa- 
tion of recessions in value." If these 
statements do not point to a highly ex- 
plosive financial position, language has 
altogether lost its meaning. Observe, 
we do not for a moment question the 
wealth of the United States, its solidity 
and recuperative powers. But as some 
fevers waste the tissuo of full-blooded 
men more suddenly and more violently 
than they do that of leaner people, so 
certain forms of commercial disorder 
ravage nations in the prime of their 
vigor with corresponding severity. 

OUR LADY OF THE SNOW. 

Our special correspondent in London 
has been looking at a tableau represent- 
ing Canada, in which aurorae boreales, 
icebergs, ami Eskimos, constituted the 
main features. Ho is justly indignant. 
He would lie more than indignant, he 
would be envious, if he was broiling in 
Canada at the present time. The very 
thought of an iceberg Is refreshing, and 
an aurora borealis frappe would be just 
tho proper thing. The fixity of certain 
impressions about Canada in Great 
Britain is n truly marvelous thing; hut 
the present state of knowledge is a 
great improvement on what existed even 
a few years ago. After all, the ice and 
snow and furs are more or less emblems 
which suggest Canada without describ- 
ing it, and this is becoming better re- 
cognized. Still to uneducated people they 
are very apt to give a false idea of the 
country, and for that reason are unfor- 
tunate. There was a time when tho gen- 
eral idea of colonials in Great Britain 
was fairly well expressed by a conver- 
sation which took place between two 
street arabs whi-n a detachment of col- 
onial troops was marching along the 
street. "Hi! Them's the colonies!" 
"Get away! Them's not the colonies- 
tho colonies is black!" That day has 
passed away. The better mutual 
knowledge and understanding which in- 
creased means of traveling and closer 
intercourse are bringing about are, mak- 
ing steadily for the consolidation of the 
Empire. 



THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

For several weeks we have been pay- 
ing more than usual attention to the 
opinions of Mr. Henry Clews, as pub- 
lished weekly. Wo have a very well 
delined opinion of where high prices 
maintained by borrowed money, an out- 
flow of gold, a checked demand for com- 
modities due to an excessively high cost 
of production, is going to land the Unit- 
ed 'States of America. That opinion is 
neither optimistic nor popular. But the 
world is fairly old and economic cause 
and effect have not ceased to operate 
that we know of, since the birth of Mr. 
J. Piorpont Morgan. We are not taking 
our opinions from Mr. Clews, Far 
from it. But his circuW has at the pres- 
ent time a deadly fascination for us. We 
are looking for facts in it to 'fit in with 
a preconceived theory. Are they there? 
He begins by stating that "Stock mar- 
ket prospects aro much confused by 
conflicting conditions. The stronger un- 
dertone imparted by the satisfactory 
crop outlook, and the concentration of 
stocks, has been somewhat modified by 
gold exports and public criticism of the 
new Rock Island plans of capitaliza- 
tion." Quite so. We only hop.' the 
strong undertone is not so far under 
that it will never come to the surface. 
What Rock Island plans of capitaliza- 
tion are wo do not know, but if they

The following calculation of the ad- 
vantage which goo.l roads possess over 
bad roads is exceedingly interesting, par- 
ticularly when we consider the million 
of money that must have been lost 0L

When it ha 
been paved the cost per ton per mile 
wil] be 2.7 cents, a saving of 15..'! cents 
per ton per mill-. It -will be noticed that 
according to this table, horse traction 
over asphalt roads is about twice as 
costly as railway traction. But no esti- 
mate id' the cost of horse carriage along 
tram lines is given.

THE MAYOR'S ANSWOBR TO DR. MILNE 
Sir, — Certain statements appear In your 
Issue this morning over the signature of 
Dr. Milne, commenting on the proposal to 
divert the sum of S21.O0O, being the esti- 
mated surplus, lu the total amount avail- 
able for the bridge, over the estimated 
cost. . The engineers' estimated cost of the 
proposed bridge Is $100,500, covering every- 
thing. If Dr. Milne does not think this 
enough for the purpose. It is open for him 
to show wherein it is insufficient. The 
Council has had some three years' satis- 
factory experience with estlinatt-j of the 
eost of public works prepared by Mr. Topp, 
and for my own part I am prepared to ac- 
cept the city engineer's llgure lu this ease 
as an Intelligent, careful and reliable esti- 
mate, notwithstanding Dr. Milne's fears. 
With what may or may not have been said 
by Irresponsible persons regarding the 
$100,000 surplus predicted to remain un- 
expended after the several large public 
works under construction have been com- 
pleted, I have nothing to do. Yet this is 
the class of estimates that seem to figure 
in Dr. Milne's eye, since he gives it spec- 
ial prominence. On the other hand ho does 
not hesitate to discount or Ignore the esti- 
mates of well known and highly-reputed 
professional men. My own impression Is 
that If there Is a surplus when the James 
Hay Hats reclamation scheme has been car- 
ried out In Its entirety, considering the 
magnitude of the undertaking anil conflict- 
ing Interests involved, the Council should 
he entitled to credit for It and uot blame. 
So, also, with the Government street pav- 
ing. Both these works stand on their own 
merits. Not so with the l'olnt Klllce 
bridge. The original sum has been aug- 
mented by the Stlo.000 grant received from 
the provincial government. Wan that an- 
ticipated when the loan was placed before 
the ratepayers'/ Why should the ratepayers 
not have the advantage of this surplus In 
the present crisis of impending increase of 
taxation? Have they not paid dearly 
enough for the old bridge? Does not the 
present stringency in civic funds arise part- 
ly through the increase of civic debt occas- 
ioned by the l'olnt Ellico bridge disaster? 
If there Is anything unconstitutional In the 
Circulation of a petition to enable the rate- 
payers to avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunity afforded by tills grant, will Dr. 
Milne of anyone else point It out? Under 
the circumstances the petition Is the con- 
stitutional means provided by the Munici- 
pal Clauses -Vet. What else could the rate- 
payers do, and who else Is to he benetltcd 
but the taxpayer; The Insinuation contain- 
ed In Dr. .Milne's letter that the Council, 
or myself, have another object, or desire 
to establish a baneful precedent, Is un- 
worthy of the doctor. The Council, or those 
members who have supported me have so 
far as I am aware, only one object In the 
matter, to lighten the burden of the tax- 
payer, j pass ever for the present the per- 
sonal remark that I am on the look out 
for "all the money I can get my hands on," 
as having no particular bearing on the case. 
In the light of the action I have taken 
In regard to the matter, I am willing to 
let the citizens judge whether I am acting 
In their interest or not, irrespective of my 
own.

The proviuciul premiers are not ad- 
mitted to the, councils of the Colonial 
eiin fere nee. They had, however, u lit- 
tle conference of their own, which lasted 
for several days. 1 am not permitted to 
say very much about the details of their 
discussion for several reasons, principal 
of which 1 know very little of what 
actually took plate; but I have been en- 
abled to make one or two guesses. For 
one thing, I do not believe the provin- 
cial premiers lire quite satisfied with 
their status here, and as au outcome of 
the meetings it may not be wrong to 
conclude that certain strong representa- 
tions will be made to the Colonial Olllce 
through the Dominion government. There 
is a disposition on the part of the 
Colonial olllce to ignore or rather to re- 
fuse recognition of the [provinces as such. 
This may be constitutionally right, but 
it is not satisfactory. It was, however, 
right, or it was uot, in the first place, 
to invite the provincial premiers to the 
coronation. If it were proper, then it 
was also proper to afford them a meed 
of recognition, so as to place them upon 
some olllcial basis after they had arrived 
here. As representatives of free, pros- 
perous peoples, they ure at least as im- 
portant us a host of Indian princes and 
kings of native tribes in Africa and 
elsewhere. Four of the provinces of 
'Canada are represented in (London by 
agents-general. These should havo olll- 
cial recognition by the Colonial olllce 
and the Dominion of Canada. They have 
not. It is a matter productive of per- 
haps unpleasant feelings. Individually 
these representatives have much atten- 
tion shown them; but uot as officials of 
their provinces. Then again the ulil 
question of precedence, which litis never 
been satisfactorily arranged, may have 
been discussed; also fishery matters and 
general provincial relations. iHowever, 
as there will be a conference of provin- 
cial officials in Ottawa in the fall to 
deal with fishery matters, the questions 
will bo tnUen up again at that time. 
One matter J. may refer to more fully is 
the representation in London and (pos- 
sibly elsewhere of provincial products on 
a commercial basis, such as was contem- 
plated, and such as in fact is being car- 
ried on by means of tho Imperial insti- 
tute. It is felt that if it be done at ail 
it should be done thoroughly, and in this 
connection two tilings are proposed. 

It is understood that the Imperial gov- 
ernment will take over the Imperial in- 
st it ute next year. On what lines it will 
be carried on is not yet known, but in 
any event it is a matter for the Do- 
minion government to "deal with. One 
idea would be for the work to be car- 
ried on by Imperial and Dominion aid 
still more effectively than in the past, 
and to open a down town city branch to 
display commercial products. 

The other is to have a largo building 
in which all the provinces should join 
and carry on the work conjointly with 
or without the Dominion government. 
This is I.Mr. Turner's ldoa, and it is also 
in accord, I believe, with the views of 
lion. (J. \V. lioss, Premier of Ontario, 
who is in favor, of doing it on a com- 
prehensive and effective scale. 

What can be done is well illustrated 
by the success of the Canadian arch, 
which is the greatest advertisement the 
Dominion ever had. 'It has been viewed 
and admired by millions of people, and it 
conveyed this one great idea, "Canada, 
the granary of the Empire." It was 
central, it was artistically beautiful, and 
it was absolutely effective. Canadians in 
London were very proud of it, and while 
represented perhaps more than any- 
thing else the resources of the North- 
west, the designers did well in concen- 
trating the attention of the Empire — be- 
cause the whole Empire viewed it — in 
one dominant idea about Canada. 

In my last, letter I stilted that Hon. 
.Mr. Dunsmuir, Mrs. and the Misses 
Diiiismiiir were spending some time in 
Westmoreland. They are expected daily 
in London. The following are addi- 
tional invitations received since I last 
wrote:

Delay Hearing 
Wsth Objections 



No Evidence Yet Taken in the 
Hearing of Third Hayes 
Charge. 



Arguments of the Lawyers on 
Every Bit of Evidence 
Submitted. 



The hearing of the third charge 
brought by Capt. John Irving against 
Colonel (t. II. Hayes, iu connection with 
the sale of Nahmiut mining shares, seems 
destined to make a record for adjourn- 
ments iu the city ipolico court. There 
are also prospects of lively Umos if the 
arguments continue to grow in warmth 
as they have done during the last few 
sittings. Yesterday Mngistrate Hall a 
couple of times resented remarks made 
by counsel for the defence and counsel 
iu turn toofl offence at remarks address- 
ed to them by the magistrate. The long 
arguments on matters of little interest 
to the public, but apparently of first im- 
portance to tiie lawyers in the case 
were continued and as on the previous 
day not a witness was allowed to coiri* 
pleto his evidence, with the exception of 
a clerk from the ofllco of the registrar, 
who was allowed to produce the agree- 
ment between Capt. Irving and Colonel 
'Hayes, which was put in in the previous 
bearings. He did not attempt to give 
any evidence as to it, and therefore was 
not in tho box for any length of time. 

Then Capt. Irving was called to prove 
Hie agreement. Ho did this, and Mr. 
Taylor wanted him to read it so that it 
would appear in the depositions. Then 
the storm arose. First it was that the 
witness was not the proper persou to 
do tho reading, and then that although 
it might be read it could not be put 
down in the depositions, His Honor 
decided that it coul'd go down in the 
depositions, and suggested that a copy 
be supplied so as to save the clerk tak- 
iiiR it down as it wns read. To this 
both Mr. Peters and Mr. Duff, counsel 
for the accused, strongly objected. 

Addressing iMr. Peters, the magistrate 
said that he seemed to be doing all he 
could to make things disagreeable for 
the court, but that would not affect hiiX 
in the least. M r. Peters objected to the 
observation, nnd the magistrate replied, 
"Well it looks like thai." 

At another stage of the proceedings 
the mngistrate suggested that Mr. Duff 
was stretching, to which Mr. Duff took 
strong objection. There was some cross 
firing between counsel, "which verged on 
the (personal, but all were good natured 
and ended happily. 

The magistrate proceeded to read the 
agreement of the 30th of August, 1000. 
word by word, while the clerk took it 
down. He had not proceeded far be- 
fore another argument arose as to 
whether only the agreement of the 30tJ) 
of August ivns to bo put in, or whether 
the two endorsements of later days were 
also to be read. His Honor decided that 
'Mr. Taylor could put in what he tie 
sired, while Messrs. Duff anil Peters' ar 
gued that the magistrate, -who was si id 
ply holding, an enquiry, should insist 
upon nil evidence bearing on the case 
going in. 

'I'lie magistrate replied that if counsel 
(lid not agree with his decision, they 
could move to quash the commitment, 
should the accused lie committed. 

The rending of the agreement was 
then proceeding when counsel for the ac- 
cused consented to it being road anil 
copied later by the clerk. At this stage 
Capt. Irving left the witness stand to 
give way to Mr. H. II. Rowley, ac- 
countant of the Hank of [British North 
America, who was asked whether there 
was a credit to Granville H. dlayes in 
the books of the bunk on August ilO, 
1000, of the sum of ?24,000? 

■Mr. 'Peters asked whether Mr. Rowley 
had personally made the entry, and re- 
ceiving a negative answer, objected to 
thq evidence. Argument on this objec- 
tion was proceeding when an adjourn- 
ment was taken until Tuesday next, it 
being understood that there would be 
another adjournment from that day until 
the following Tuesday, counsel not being 
able to attend in the interval. In the 
meantime the magistrate will take under 
advisement the admissibility ofiMr. Row- 
ley's evidence.

Effect of Fernie Strike on Smelt- 
ing and Mining In- 
dustries. 



Competition In Coal Necessary 
to Success of Low Grade 
Camps. 



Among recent arrivals from the Main 
land are Mr, Paul Johnson, manager of 
the B. C. Copper company's smelter at 
Greenwood, and Capt. Gifford, late 
manager of the Hall Mines at Nelson. 
Both are men of established reputation 
-whoso opinions carry weight in the min 
ing world, and it was therefore a pleas 
ure to the milling editor of the Colonist 
to meet them and secure au expression 
of their opinion on mining conditioiV in 
the Kootenay and Boundary districts. 

Mr. Johnson expressed regret that, 
owing to the strike at Fernie, he had 
■been obliged to suspend operations ut the 
smelter on June 2, since which time the 
furnaces have been cold and the large 
stall of skilled workmen has scattered to 
seek employment elsewhere. That was 
one of the most unfortunate features of 
the close-down, as tin; crew were all 
well trained and working in perfect har- 
mony ami efficiency, but it was impossi- 
ble, for the company to keep them on in 
idleness, and in consequence a new staff 
will have to be engaged and broken in 
before the smelter can again work with 
perfect sinoothuess. 

When the striko was declared, Mr. 
Johnson wisely decided not to depend 
upon the promises of the coal company 
to supply a limited quantity of coke, 
prefering to close down at once to 
dragging on from day to day with un- 
satisfactory Tesults. It requires 100 tons 
of coke per day to supply the smelter, 
and Mr. Johnson felt it would bo im- 
possible for tin- coal company to furnish 
that quantity if the strike lasted for 
any length of time. Subsequent events 
liave proved the wisdom of his decision, 
as one after another of the other smelt- 
ers were obliged to close after struggling 
along intermittently with a short sup- 
ply of coke. 

The Greenwood smelter, which has a 
capacity of SO0 tons daily, will resume 
work as soon as a supply of coke is as- 
sured, and that is .expected— now that 
the strike is at an 'end— by the 1st of 
September. Meanwhile die company 
lias not been idle, development of the 
Mother Lode has progressed steadily 
and three or four glory holes have beon 
opened, which will greatly facilitate the 
getting out of the ore, so that when 
work is resumed, the 12,000-tou oro bins 
of the smelter will always bo well filled. 

Besides smelting the company s ores, 
the Greenwood smelter treats the ores 
from many near-by mines, among winch 
are those 'of the British Columbia mine, 
Sunset camp, the Snowsuoe mine, Phoe- 
nix camp, the 'Winnipeg, Golden Crown, 
King Solomon and others. 

With the coal company again working 
its wines to their full capacity, there 
should be no shortage of coke, anil the 
mines should resume full shipments. 
There is therefore no very great reason 
for the depressing reports which have 
beon sent out from the mining camps, as 
the dull times, consequent upon tho 
coal strike, was but a temporary, if un- 
fortunate, check to the mining industry, 
from which it will quickly recover. 

The mines of the Boundary district 
are nil Tight, for although the ores are 
low grade, they are illimitable in quan- 
tity, and need only reasonable rates for 
coke, transportation and treatment to 
make them permanently profitable. 
■What the- country requires, said Mr. 
Johnson (and Capt. Gilford heartily con- 
curred with him) is competition in coal 
mining. It is deplorable that the whole 
mining industry should be at the mercy 
of one coal monopoly, which at any mo- 
ment, through some trilling dispute with 
its employees, may paralyze the business 
of the country. If two or more coal 
companies were operating, a strike on 
one would not be likely to tie up the 
others, and the smelters would be en- 
abled to continue working. Another 
reason why competition should be en- 
couraged is the fact that while thu 
Crow's Nest Coal company lives to the 
letter of the law in supplying coal 
$2 a ton, the quality of coal supplied 
at that figure is generally so inferior 
that people prefer to pay a higher price 
for a better grade. Then the company 
is not limited by its contract with the 
government as to the price of coke, and 
consequently .can charge what it lik 
Again, the higher price which it c 
obtain for coke in the United States 
often tempts the company to ship the 
bulk of its output across the line in the 
detriment of tho 'Canadian smelters. It 
has been estimated by a competent au- 
thority that the Crow's Nest company 
has in its deposits $14-1,000.010,000 
worth of coai at $2 per ton, so that even 
at that price, it must eventually mak« 
millionaires of every one of its directors. 
.A corporation with such, a gigantic mon- 
opoly should be brought under control of 
the government, so that the interests of 
the province .would be safe-guarded. 

A proposition is now on foot to develop 
tue coal measures at Blairmore, and 
smelter and mine owners are hoping 
that it will take definite shape. Tnero 
is also a report that J. J. Hill has some 
intention of going into the coal mining 
business, which might still further re- 
lieve the situation. The C. 1'. It. has 
acted very fairly in the way of trans- 
portation rates on ore, coal and coke, 
and is doing everything possible to as- 
sist in the development of the country. 

Capt. Gifford, speaking of the Ross- 
hind and Nelson districts, said n tunnel 
law would be of great benefit to those 
districts. There lire supposed to be ex- 
tensive ore bodies which traverse the 
mountains which can only be reached 
profitably by tunnels, and as the law 
now stands, individuals must bear the 
expanse of tunneling or follow their ore 
from the surface at a great disadvan- 
tage in the expense of handling. A law 
which would enable tunnel companies to 
make contracts and share profits with 
claim owners, would therefore be a 
great boon to the country, and would 
serve to discover large ore bodies which, 
under present methods, will never be 
touched, as in a great many eases these 
ore chutes or lenses do not outcrop, but 
would be encountered by crosscutting. 
This has been proved by the discovery 
Of such ore bodies in tne underground 
workings in several of the mines. 

Both gentlemen express every confi- 
dence in the future of the province, the 
only difficulty in the way of its progress 
being the cost of coke and transporta- 
tion. If these were reduced to reason- 
able figures, the lowest grade ores could 
be worked at a profit. 

They expressed a deep interest in the 
Const-Kootehay railway, hoping that 
there would be as little delay as possible 
in its construction now that the con- 
tract has been let. They regarded this 
road as, in a great measure, a solution 
of the problems which they had been 
discussing, and declared that its com- 
pletion would see the dawn of a new 
era of prosperity in Southern British 
Columbia. n , 

i Mr. Johnson and Capt. Gifford will 
snend some time on Vancouver Island, 
visiting the principal mines nnd the 



new smelters. Today they will go to 
Crofton to see the smelter, nnd thence 
to Mount Sicker to look over the Lo- 
nora, Tyee and other mines. 

NEW TRAIL OPENED. 

E. V- N. Railway Company Provides Ac- 
cess to An Unexplored Region. 

Mr. Sutton, of the E. & N. R. com- 
pany, has returned from inspecting a 
new trail, which has just been com- 
pleted from_ Ladysmith westward for 10 
miles, giving access to the district lying 
between Cowiehan lake and the Nanni- 
mo lakes. The trail traverses the 
Mount Sicker mineral belt, and will af- 
ford access to n practically unexplored 
tract of country in which valuable min- 
erals are known to exist. Already sev- 
eral prospectors are taking advantage of 
the new trail, which, it is confidently 
expected, will enable many new claims 
to be located in the country tributary to 
Ladysmith.

Leading Operator and Mine 
Owner Gives Interesting 
Information. 



The Colonist's mining, editor had au 
interesting chat yijsterduy afternoon 
with Mr. J. J. Young, M, 1'. 1'. for Cal- 
gary, Alberta, who is spending a few 
days in Victoria and vicinity with Mrs. 
Young and family, uniting business with 
pleasure. Mr. Young, although a youn 
man, is one of the old-timers of the 
prairies, where he has evidently been 
among the successful ones. He is the 
proprietor of the Daily Herald, of Cal- 
gary, and is heavily interested in cat- 
tle ranching and other enterprises 
Alberta, as well as jn various mining 
concerns in West Kootenay. 

Knowing Mr. Young to have been pro 
mineutly associated with the Nettie L. 
Silver Cup and other Lardeau mining 
ventures, the Colonist induced him 
give some tacts relative to the Lardeau 
& Fish River districts, two comparative 
ly new camps of the interior, which have 
recently attracted particular attention 
throughout the province by the richness 
of their silver-lead itiul gold ores. 

"I came over to the Coast last week 
with my partner, Mr. W. B. I'ool, oi 
business connected with a big free-mill 
ing gold property near Camborne, which 
we recently acquired for our syndicate," 
said Mr. Young, "'and we have every 
reasou to believe we have succeeded iii 
getting hold of a bonanza. Camborne, 
as you know, is the new town in the 
fish River country. It. is five miles by 
stage going from the head of the Ar- 
row lakes. Booming? I should say it 
is! The great difficulty is to get in lum 
ber and other supplies quickly enough 
to supply the demand. 

"So far the three great properties of 
the camp are the Eva, owned by the Im- 
perial Development syndicate of Nelson; 
the Camborue-Goldlinch group, operated 
by the Northwestern Development com 
puny, an American concern, wno hav< 
already iustalL»l a 75-horsc power elec 
trie nMnt, and three- Durkee electric 
drills! and our own property, which in 
eludes two groups of sev_i:n claims, 
known us the Oyster-Criterion and Ross- 
land-Imperial groups. 

"The Eva people have a large number 
of claims and fractions, and have done 
mucii work, 'their _iong drift is now 
within a tew feet of "our ground, where 
they have attained a deptu oi over -100 
feet, at which point the values are fully 
as rich as on the surface, averaging 
from $Lo to, $40 in gold, at least ii'J per 
cent, of which is free-milling. Tnis 
group, 1 believe, is iyi the point of be- 
ing turned over for a quarter of a mil- 
lion dohars. 

"The Northwestern people are doing 
some rapid development work with their 
improved electric drills, which they 
claim are a great success. They are 
now building a large saw mill anil have 
an aerial train ami a 10-stamp mill on 
the way from Portland, Oregon. 

"On the Oyster-Criterion wo have 20 
men finishing development work prepara- 
tory to putting in a stamp mill and 
tramway. These we exipect to have in 
full operation before the end of the 
year. Our ore runs about the same as 
the Eva's on tin.' average, though we 
have some rich streaks assaying over 
.y_',000 to the ton. There are several 
quartz veins running through ail the 
properties mentioned. They are mainly 
fissure veins, and are all the way from 
two to forty feet in width, and clearly 
traceable for several thousand feet. The 
facilities for cheap mining and milling 
are excellent — good tunnel sites, plenty 
of timber, and un inexhaustible water 
power. Three dollars a ton is au out- 
side 'figure for the cost of mining and 
milling. Mr. Pool and I bought this 
■property for the OpIiir-LrjTTe Milling syn- 
dicate, limited, which is practically a 
private corporation, with no stock on 
the market, so you will see I am not 
talking for the sake of booming.

He discovered 
the Nettie L. in 1892, and until last 
mouth was manager of that mine, and 
also of the Silver Cup, which we bought 
from the Horne-Payno" company last 
winter, lie has disposed of his holdings 
in those properties and resigned the 
management in order to he free to de- 
vote himself to gold mining. 

"The members of our syndicate have 
great faith in the Lardeau. Indeed they 
have good reason to, and some of tlftmi' 
made money there, and some of them 
have achieved nice little fortunes. We 
expect to do even better with our gold 
properties than we have done with the 
others."

Crofton Smelter Expected to 
Begin Work About August 
17. 



Lenora and Tyee Busy Getting 
Out Ore for Ship- 
ping. 



Mr. Berridge, of the Leuora Mining 
company, who returned from the mine 
on Tuesday, reports work well advanced 
on the Crolton smelter. It is expected 
that the furnaces will bo blown in on or 
about tue 17th instant. 

All the buildings are complete and 
the only work remaining to be done is 
ttte connecting of the furnaces and the 
completion of the pipe line for the wat- 
er mwer. About three carloads of ma- 
CUinery remain to be installed, and this 
is nearly nil piping. The water power 
is seemed from dams about a mile long, 
which have been built along tne line of 
the 'Mount Sicker railway to the uuue. 
A llume conveys tlie water to huge 
tanks at Crofton, where it is stored, 
and a six-inch pipe will be laid between 
the tanks and the smelter. 

At the Lenora about 100 men are now 
employed in ami about the workings, 
while another .",0 are at work on the 
connecting railway. Sixty tuns of ore 
are being shipped daily to the Xacomu 
smelter by way of Ladysmith, and an 
additional' 100 tons per day will he sent 
down to Crofton for storage as soon as 
locomotive "No. ;i is again in running or- 
der. This engine jumped the track a few- 
weeks ago, and although on a steep 
down grade with a train of ears, noth- 
ing more than a badly wrecked cab re-, 
suited from the runaway. The cause of 
the trouble was the refusal of the 
brakes on the cars to act. 
, Development continues, with good re- 
sults, and some sloping is being done in 
No. '2 level, from which shipments are 
being made, as slated aiiove, to Taconia 
and Crofton, at which latter point a re- 
serve will be accommodated against the 
blowing in otjho smelter. A winze has 
been sunk from No. l> level to No. y, 
tho lowest, and this will be continued 
down for 200 feet. .Work on this lat- 
tpr is just about started, a new hoist 
being already installed in No. ,'i level. 
This hoist is" run by compressed air. 

It is stated that the Crofton Smelter 
company a few days ago closed a con- 
tract with owners of properties on the 
West Coast for £he supply of 18,000 tons 
of ore, to be delivered as required, as 
soon as the smelter is running full b.ast. 

The wire for the Tyee company's 
neiial tramway is already on the ground 
and stringing will soon commence from 
the mountain top down to Somenos. 
Near this point a siding on the E. & 
N. has already been put in. and men 
are now at work constructing bunkers. 
So that in {he course -if a few weeks it 
is more than likely that there will be 
two regular shipping mines on Mount 
Sicker.

DISCOVERIES 

AT CLAYoQUOT 



Prospectors Report Location of 
Rich Gold and Copper 
Ledges. 



William Spittal and Charles Sunvall, 
prospectors, have returned from a trip 
to the West Coast, and report a couple 
of important discoveries.

WATER SUPPLY AND OTHER THINGS. 

To the Editor. 

Sir,— Now the report of the Voters' 
League water committee lias been publish- 
ed, and it is suggested that the informa- 
tion it contains (obtained principally from 
the corporation officials) be presented to 
tlie City Council, us if they do not already 
know or can easily obtain the Information 
direct. We ratepayers may be excused if 
we have a word or two to say about It. 
Tlie eoiinnltteo are careful not to give us 
too much Information about the present 
state of the welter level la tlie lake, or 
what will he the level at the present rate of 
consumption two months hence, If this dry 
weather continues. They, however, suggest 
that to utilize the water below a certain 
level It will be necessary to build and In- 
atal another steam iiiimp at the lake, in 
order to lift the water from the lake up to 
the illter beds. Now, sir, 1 submit this 
Is a matter requiring serious thought, and 
we now want some sensible suggestions 
from 'those who are competent to give us 
•advice how to avoid this dilemma, and do 
away with present and all future schemes 
for pumping plants and such like. As a 
siigestlon from a novice In such matters, 
I would propose that a 12-Inch main be 
laid to connect with tlie Ksqubnult Water 
company's mains, 80 that, a pressure amy 
be obtained of say 200 pounds, this water 
to be used exclusively for the high levels 
anil delivered only by meter. This water 
would cost cents and would be sold at 
20 cents per l.Ooo— a prollt of It cents in 
favor of the city water account. That ar- 
rangement would put mil of use the Yates 
street pump, ami its continual expense of 
coal and men's wages. Next, have the 10- 
Inch main altered s „ that It would supply 
the middle portion of the cltv by gravity, 
say along Quadra (street nnd up to the limit 
of high level supply. That would close up 
the North Dairy Farm pump, with its at- 
tendant enormous cost for fuel and wages. 
Next. If considered advisable to do so with- 
in the next live or six years, have the 2-1- 
ineh main extended from the end nearest 
the supply to the lake, and have It taken 
direct Into good water of Elk lake without 
any altering. This would then supply the 
lower levels of the city for all time, t 
quite expect., however, that the much bet- 
ter quality of the Gsaulmalt water would 
soon convince the interested ratepayers 
that they would want more of it. even If 
only supplied by meter, and this would 
prove a valuable asset. I see from the 
newspapers that some of our citizens will 
not believe that t he lust voting on the by- 
aw for a sight for the Carnegie library was 
In earnest. If they again submit such a pro- 
posal they will Had It out. The ratepayers 
are in earnest. If It Is proposed to submit 
It again, by all means lot the petitioners 
put up the. cost of the election first, and 
don't let. them get oat of paying for tlie 
tun. Fumes from the chemical works. 
Why are we menaced by this noxious sul- 
phurous gases, as we were last night? "Why 
don't the sanitary authorities compel the 
owners of the ehemilcnl works to put up 
a chimney stack of say 250 or 300 feet, 
high in order to carry these poisonous 
fumes out or ordinary reach of the cltv? 
Tills is a compulsory act in Great Britain, 
and ought to be insisted upon here; in fact 
the chemical works never ought to have 
been built lu the cltv limits.- Flushing 
sewers— Why cannot all this waste of 
water be prevented nnd a system adopted 
the same as the writer saw Un the north 
of England In a town of 70,000 Inlnrbltniits? 
This town is on a level and not so favor- 
ably situated as Victoria. To (lush the 
sewers, they have a man, two horses anil 
a wagon with <i large cylindrical boller- 
shniped tank upon It to hold some -1.000 
gallons. At the bottom of the tank Is a 
valve, and a rubber tube some two feet 
In diameter. The tank is run over Hie 
Hushing man-hole and the rubber tube tint 
In. The tank Is then tilled from a hydrant 
near, and when full, the valve at the bot- 
tom Is opened nnd the water has free 
course, and cleans everything nlong with 
It for a groat length. No fear of any silt- 
ing up there. The man then drives on to 
the next Hushing point nnd repeats. This 
•4.000 gallons flo used Is better for denning 
the sewers than 400.000 as It is used In 
A'k-torla. Shall we evet have a little com- 
mon sense In our meth.ds?

The schooners Edward aud Roy; and 
iHeatrieo L,.

Despatches received by local sealers from 
Halifax reported that the schooners huu 

taken o,7UO skins, but mail advices show 

that the catches of the schooners are 
higher. The Edward Hoy was top line; 
'with 2,0-PJ skins, und the Jieatnce tb. 
Corkum took 2,U2o skins. The catches 
have been shipped lo the .Loudon mar- 
ket, part from Stanley islauds, where 
the schooners put in to huid their skins 
and part from Halifax. They have been 
hunting off the Falkland islands und the 
iSouth fcjhetJunds. 

The licet of 1- sealers from this port 
that have gone to the tBehriug Sea Will 
be watched closely by the United States 
revenue cutter Manning, according to 
mail advices from Washington. Tho 
Washington government bus detailed the 
Manning, Beur and Thetis for patrol 
work in diehring Sen, says the Washing- 
ton correspondent of the Eur Trade He, 
view. "Though not ofllcially advised," 
suys the correspondent, "the department 
assumes that the British government 
will detail one vessel from the naval stu- 
tiou at IKsquimalt to ussist iu the work 
of putroling, but as this duly lias al- 
ways been perfunctorily discharged by 
dintish vessels the pelagic sealers will 
have very little to fear from any source 
other than the Manning. Hecoguiziug 
these conditions the commander of the 
Muuniug bus instructions to execute the 
regulations with the utmost vigor, and 
to make seizures wherever justified." 

The same correspondent suys: "There 
will be no branding done on the seal is- 
lands this year, except such as the 
agents can themselves perform with the 
assistance of u few natives, as there is 
absolutely no appropriation available for 
this work. A thousand or two female 
imps will probably be tho limit to those 
operations, for the dapartmeut officials 
are more than half convinced of the 
futility of branding, und are also coming 
to the conclusion that the process is apt 
to change tho habits of the young fe- 
males ami keep them off their accus- 
tomed rookeries, if not entirely off the 
Pribyloff islands."

Return Of 



Treasure Hunters Failed to 
Find Buried Millions of Co- 
cos Island. 



Searched in Vain For Twenty- 
Four Days -[Vlany Shafts 
Sunk. 



Divining Instruments Failed to 
Show Where the Gold Was 
Located. 



The brigantiuo Blukeley, v.';i i sailed 
from here on January <J, with ..ie treas- 
ure-hunting expedition to delve for Uie 
buried millions which -were hidden on 
Oocos island by the crew of the Nova 
Scotinn bark Mary Dea, is back : n 
port. No diamonds gleam in her liol i, 
nor arc there any hoses of golden coins 
or ingots of pirated silver, to be put 
ashore. The search has been an unsuc- 
cessful one, and another number is 
chalked up on the list of unsuccessful 
expeditions which have followed that 
will o' the wisp — the buried treasures of 
Cocos island— and yet, although they 
arc disheartened and broken in spirit 
because of their experiences, there are 
some of the members of the expedition 
who stiil say that they verily believe the 
treasure is there, ami that they would 
join another expedition on shares. 

For twenty-four days the members or 
the expedition delved in vain on the 
■Southern island, which was deserted by 
everybody else, ami although numerous 
shafts, borings and crosscuts were made, 
anany to a depth of over twenty feet, not 
a sign was found to indicate that there 
was hidden treasure there. The "gold 
finders" were again and again brought 
into play, but they found nothing but 
"indications" where shafts were suiik 
in' vain, and when the diggers recovered 
from their disappointment, another in- 
dication was found by the old witch- 
hazel "gold-finders," and another shaft 
was sunk— all with the same result, 
There was nothing there. 

The trip was not, marked by any 
nerve-racking adventure, however, for 
no latter-day pirate came to (impute 
their right to senrcb, no gunboat came 
from Puentas Arenas to prevent the 
landing, nor was there tiny use for the 
stack of small arms carried by the ung- 
antine, -other than to shoot what game 
the island afforded. 

The Blakeley was 101 days in reach- 
ing the treasure island. Sho sailed 
from Sprntt's wharf on the afternoon of 
January 0, in tow of the tug Mystery, 
and made a good run down to the lati- 
tude of the island. Heavy weather was 
encountered, but other than shipping a 
few seas and cnriy'mg away her two 
topgallant sails in a heavy squall, the 
brigantiuo sustained little damage. Her 
chronometer was out three or four de- 
grees, which made navigation more or 
less difficult, but fortune favored the 
treasure-hunters in this rospect, for 
iWhon they were out 100 days from port, 
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on April l(j, they spoke the Norwegian 
bark Cingalese, which had left l'uentas 
Arenas on April :', tor Falmouth. Cupt. 
Thompson gave them their latitude and 
longitude ami next day the treasure- 
hunters made Cocos island. 

The brigantiuo dropped her anchors 
in Chatham buy at LtiHU a.m., and the 
treasure-seekers gazed witii admiration 
at the scenic beauties of the island. 
They lunched on board, all eager to get 
ashore and commence the search, and in 
the afternoon one of the boats was put 
over and a number of the company took 
a look around, going on board again in 
the evening. It had rained that day, 
but the next day was line, and, with 
spirits high and hope at the top notch, 
the two boats were rowed ashore and a 
landing made on the beaches of Chat- 
hum bay. The company returned on 
board at nightfall, however, having done 
nothing, other than run a few lines 
with the "gold-tinders." Next day, 
April 111. they packed their blankets, 
loaded the boats with provisions— much 
of which had spoiled during the voy- 
age — and live Went ashore to commence 
work. 

Capt. Wliidden, mate of the vessel; 
D. M. Enyeart, operator of the witch- 
hazel "gold-tinder"; II. Kaub, the en- 
gineer and miner, who was in charge of 
the explosives, and the engine which was 
never used; Justin Gilbert, *-ho operated 
the "silver-finder" on behalf of the un- 
named inventor, and Scheff Thompson, 
composed the party which went ashore. 
The remainder staved on board, as it 
was necessary to shift the vessel. Lit- 
tle was done yet other than to watch 
tho operators hunting for "indications." 
Thus passed April ID, and on Sunday, 
the 20th, the workers observed the 
Sabbath, and went looking for fruit, ex- 
ploring, 'fishing, etc. 

Monday, April 21, was the big day- — 
for then the operations were properly 
commenced. Capt. Fred Hackott, mus- 
ter of the briguntine, Second Officer 
Powoli, and Guss Wiewitzer, a seaman, 
who had a sore foot, remained on board, 
while tho remainder took up tho vjork 
ashore. The •■gold-tinders" had locator 
u spot in Wafer bay, where they claim- 
ed the magnetic lull uences pointed to the 
fact that the treasure was hidden be- 
low. First Mr. Gilbert had pointed to 
the spot .with hi* whip-like magnet. .and 
then came .Mr. Enyeart with his V- 
shaped witch-hazel magnet, and when 
I oth had settled upon a spot, the diggers 
started to work with pick and shovel, 
delving for twenty-two feet with the 
tropical sun shining warmly, and the 
humid atmosphere making the diggers 
wish that they were on a polar expedi- 
tion instead. When the shaft hud reach- 
ed a depth of 22 feet the "instruments" 
showed no stronger attraction, and the 
operators weakened. However, Mr. 
ltaub, the engineer, brought forth his 
boring apparatus) and for eight feet 
further he sunk— but all in vain, for the 
drills pierced no treasure chests, noth- 
ing but earth, rock and clay. Accord- 
ingly a charge of dynamite was placed 
in the hole and it was blown out. 

However, the, diggers tried again, and 
on tho next day, April 22, they sunk a 
hob; below the creek bed, digging hope- 
fully until towards nightfall, when, 
sick with disappointment, the work was 
abandoned. That was the beginning of 
the end. The story of the work from 
that on is a history of disappointments, 
of work under a torrid sun nil in vain, 
lor with every new hole, every new 
c:osscut or boring, it was the same story 
—nothing at the bottom of the hole but 
earth and sometimes water, lor many of 
tho holes were sunk below the water 
level. On April 23 and 24 they delved 
in vain, working hard without result. On 
the 24th, though, the "gold-finders" lo- 
cated a new spot. Then hope was 
born anew. ant", the work went ou again 
with energy. 

The new place to which the instru- 
ments — whose utility many of the mem- 
bers of the expedition gravely doubt — 
pointed, was some two hundred yards 
from the place where they had been 
digging. It. had been located after 
many travels by the operators, Messrs. 
Gilbert and Enyeart, and when the in- 
struments moved up anil down in a man- 
lier which the operators claimed showed 
that the treasure was below, they 
shouted the glad news, and the diggers, 
picks aud shovels in hand, came over 
on the run. At iioou on April 24, a shaft 
was started at the new place, which 
looked as though it hoi* been shaken up 
at one time. Till nightfall the crew 
worked in the shaft, turning up the 
earth, only to find more earth. Next 
morning (April 25) they went back to 
tho shaft, after breakfast, and sank the 
holo until they readied rock. Eight 
were working in that party, and on the 
2(ith, they continued their work, delving 
through tlie hard rod;. 

Next day was Sunday, and a day off. 
Many of the treasure-hunters rowed 
around the island shore, exploring the 
many caves, crevaccs, etc. Turtles 
were gathered in. sharks were put out 
of existence by the merciful way of al- 
lowing them to swallow a stick of dy- 
namite, coral was picked up, and, in 
fact, tho day was given over to research. 
Some of the party wandered about the 
island, exploring the hundreds of work- 
ings left by former expeditious, read- 
ing the messages on the stones which 
had been scratched by members of for- 
mer expeditions, sticks and signs of for- 
mer hunts for the buried millions. Few 
interesting inscriptions were seen, how- 
over, other than have already been 
spoken of by previous seekers for the 
treasure. One boat killed a shark with 
two-thirds of a stick of dynamite. The 
shark had been following the boat, 
when the dynamite was given to it, and 
pieces of the shark' were scattered to 
the four wnds soon afterwards, 

On the 2_ a th (Monday) the workers 
made a windlass to hoist up the dirt — 
not the treasure— from the bottom of 
the shaft. Ail day they continued to 
sink, the work being most monotonous 
and disappointing, and foot after foot 
slio wed nothing but the ever-present 
dirt. On" the 29th. linub, tho engineer, 
was struck by the windlass and hurt un- 
der tho chin. On April ."0 it rained 
heavilv — three indies falling— and the 
rajn filled the shaft, then down to a 
depth of twenty feet, for ten feet. The 
afternoon of that day was spent in get- 
ting out the "water. 

On that day— the 30th— Capt. Hackett 
went ashore, anil with Messrs. Gilbert 
ami Enyeart, the gold-finders, and two 
sailors, went to Little bay, around a 
noint from where tho eight men had 
been sinking the shaft. Suddenly the 



diggers saw Captain Hackett waving his 
arms excitedly, and Gilbert and Luyeat-t 
waving with him. for them to go over to 
them The "gold-tinders" had "found' 
the treasure again. Four men were 
taken over there with picks and shovels, 
and they dug. They sank shafts, made 
crosscuts, and worked like Trojans 
from then until the tools were gathered 
up, and the expedition departed, but 
they found nothing but the bottom Of 
the many holes that they sunk. There 
was not even the lid of a treasure 
chest nor a missive from the P rates 
who let" the gold, which search had fail- 

e dMeamvhile the eight who had been 
sinking the shaft near where Admiral 
l'alliser-s men had sought when the Im- 
periease and Ainphion landed the r, sea- 
men there to seek the buried millions, 
continued to sink. On May 2 ther_en- 
countered the rock again, and with drills 
they sank holes through the rocky for- 
mation and entered a bed of red clay, 
in which they sank vainly tor 10 feet. 
Then discouraged and disheartened, with 
not a smile, not a whisper of hope to 
buoy them on, they quit work, and next 
day was given over, to argument respect- 
ing the merits of the so-called gold hud- 

U As one of the members of the expedi- 
tion puts it— "-May ;t was tho day for 
the devil." Tho work was stopped 
while all hands except Second Mate 
•Lowell and the man who stayed with 
him to uttend to the vessel, discussed 
the gold finders, many expressing them- 
selves strongly, in terms derogatory to 
the instruments, in which, other than 
those interested in the instruments 
financially, the men had lost faith. It 
was resolved to hold a series of tests, 
and a gold watch and a purso contain- 
ing $25 ill gold and S15 In silver, was 
laid on the beach and covered in tho 
sand. Mr. Gilbert was given a space 
of about ">0 feet to work in, and he 
ran two lines of attraction, and where 
they intersected he said the money was 
located. He was ail feet out, according 
to the witnesses. The crew then went 
down on the Hats and a line was drawn 
3.") paces in length, aud the money and 
watch hid on this line. The cross line 
marked by Mr. Gilbert's instrument wits 
six paces' from where the money was 
hidden. A .second test was held with a 
line -•> paces long, and the instrument 
did not come nearer than IS paces Of 
the hidden gold. 

The 'Saturday was an idle one, other 
than tho tests aud discussions, and on 
the next day, Sunday, panic* went out 
to the brigantiuo to bring further suip- 
plies of provisions from the vessel to 
the camp ashore. Next day all went 
ashore again and commenced work la a 
slide where a spot had been marked o.u 
for them on May 2. They sank a shaft 
20 feet deep at this slide, which was 
located about a hundred feet from 
where they had been working before, 
and between two holes that bail been 
sunk by the members of the expedition 
which sailed from heie a lew years ago 
on tlie schooner Aurora. Day after day 
tuey worked there, without result, and 
alter a week spent in delving in the sod- 
den dirt under a trying sun, Ca.pt. 
dlackctt gave orders to gather up the 
tools— the search was at uu end, and 
the disappointed and heart-sick treasure 
seekers looking mournfully at tlie island 
of lost illusions, started back to their 
cralt on -May 10. The glass was lull- 
ing, the weather depressing, and the ex- 
perience sail, but, some— more merry 
than their fellows— suggested three 
cheers, aud they cheered. Why, they 
don't know, for tuey had nothing to cheer 
tor. Their 24 days ou the island hail 
-been 24 days of hopes dashed down, auu 
illusions quickly destroyed, 

All was ready for the home coming 
ou iMoy 10, but the fact that a storm 
was coining caused the captain to delay 
the start. That night a gulu blew rroni 
tlie northeast, ana the anchor stock 
smuppcu, and the brigantiuo drugged, 
having a uarrow. escape from going 
ashore. Fortunately, however, the wind 
shifted and tlie vessel was saved, or 
else tne expedition might have come t. 
even worse, lor with their ship ashoiv, 
they would soon have been aepeiideut 
ou the animal and lisli life on and about 
tlie island lor sustenance, until some 
other treasure hunters came and took 
them from the island. However, fortuue 
favored them in this instance, ami o. 
May 11 they weighed anchor, after put- 
ting a new stock in their brokeu anchor, 
and started for home at 4.;io p. m. ou 
IMay 11. They had a head wind when 
tuey started, but they made good head- 
way and before long the island of Cocos 
faded away like a dream— some called 
it a nightmare, and they headed toi 
home, reaching port lust night after a 
voyage of S7 days. 

A bark' in ballast heading south was 
seen the day after leaving the island, 
but too far away to speak. This was 
the only vessel sighted during the up 
trip. It was wet for GO days on the 
up passage, with only a break of 2ti 
hours from the continuous downpour. 
iDuring a squall which was encountered 
soon after the island was left, the upper 
topsail yard was curried away, but they 
soon "fished," which means repaired it, 
and with little incident marking the 
voyage, other than the decline of the 
birder, they made their homeward way. 
The food supply was very limited when 
they reached port, but they had sulll- 
eicnt staples to last for another couple 
of weeks anyhow. 

There was a large crowd ou Spratt's 
wharf to watch the brigantiue berthing, 
and sonic of the shareholders had met 
the vessel in the harbor in boats. Other 
shareholders hurried in carriages to the 
wharf. There was quite a scene. Jus- 
tin Gilbert, the former court steno- 
grapher, was the first to come ashore, 
his wife being there to meet him. Ho 
refused to discuss the voyage or do- 
ings on the island, saying: "Nothing is 
to 'be given to the press until I have 
reported to tin; company." Capt. Hack- 
ett followed him ashore after the vessel 
lied up. sniveling from slight illness, 
having been unable to cat much for two 
days past. Chief OUiced Gus Wliidden 
was the picture of health, as was also 
Second IMate Lowell. D. M. Enyeart, 
the gold finder man from S<]>oka no, and 
It. Uanb, the engineer, "Shorty" Black- 
wood, James Easton, Scheff Thompson, 
and others of the crew were also in good 
health. 

The treasures for which the Blakeley 
went to search were buried there in 
1S21 and 1830, the first by a British ves- 



sel which became a pirate, and the sec- 
ond by the. JS'ova Scotiau bark - Mary 
iDea, which is said to have landed 11 
bout loads of treasure there in LSou. 
The treasure was taken froth, Lima, 
having been placed on hoard during thu 
siege of that port for safe-keeping, and 
Capt. Thompson stole the gold, silver, 
and jewels, and when pursued by Peru- 
vian vessels, buried the whole on Cocos 
island, Kenton, who is said to have 
been the only survivor of the Nova &co- 
Uau bark went to the island, recovered 
part of the treasure, and on his death, 
gavo his charts and papers to the 
IHackett family, and they are now hold 
by lOapt. Fred. Hackett, who command- 
ed the Blakeley. Many expeditions have 
searched for the treasure in vain, this 
being the third from here. One has gone 
from Vancouver, one from Stockton, oue 
from San Francisco, oue lroui Sydney; 
Australia, and one from Germany. Now 
another expedition is said to be headed 
from iSan Francisco in the schooner Her- 
mann. The expeditions from hero were 
those of the Aurora, II. M. S. Imperieusu 
and Ainphion, ami the Blakeley. 

Many people are of the opinion that 
lite Cocos island treasure, or part of it, 
has been located, for about six years 
ago, they say, an item was telegraphed 
from Leuutns Arenas, to the Now York 
Herald, which read that a schooner had 
arrived there from the Isle do Cocos witii 
a million dollars in treasure. This item, 
they believe referred to the Cocos island 
trensur*. . .
